“Many bankers in the State have 
asked me for just such an investiga- 
tion. They want the enactment of 
just and fair laws regulating banking 
that all must live up to. 


“The cry that it will hurt busi- 
ness, that it will disturb tions, 
still further shake confidence and 


create uneasiness is not well founded. 


That cry is always raised when things 
are not what they should be. .jt was 
raised in the San Francteco ft 
it Was 
Gov. Hughes of New York proposed 
to investigate the insurance 
nies, and I do not hesitaate to say that 
he will order an investigation of some 
of the New York trust companies. It 
Was raised when the trust investiga- 
tlopa Were inaugurated. I saw that 


this investigation of the banks and 
trust companies will help the banks, 
the banks, and instill confidence 
into the depositors, who will see that 

State proposes to see that they 
are properly protected. 

“The commission will not begin its 
work until late next summer. It will 
gather. study and examine the Fed- 
eral banking laws and the laws regu- 


lati: banks in other States. They 
will compared with ours, which, 
admittedly. are not perfect.

If they do not do 
this, no penalty is provided. Conser- 
vative banking calls for a reserve of 
2% per cent. of the deposits, and I 
know some bankers who keep 40 per 
cent. in reserve. 

‘The Federal government requires 
of the national banks a reserve of 25 
and 20 per cent. If it is not done. the 
charter of the bank ts quickly taken 
from it. Weineed similar laws govern- 
ing our State banks. 

“Statements should be published of 
the amounts of money on hand in our 
banks and ‘hat is due them from 
other States! We should know how 
much money we have in the State 
What good does it do us if our mil-« 
Hons are in| New York, or even itn 
Europe, when we need it in this 
State. Of course, the banks must 
keep heavy balances in New York to 
do business. That is granted, but the 
depositors are entitled to know where 


their money goes.

TEXT OF -DELINQUENT 
X BILL ADOPTED. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M j 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 23.—The Tax 
Delinquency Bill as passed by the Leg- 
islature, is as follows: 

“A new section is hereby added to the 
Political Code of the State of Califor- 
nia, to be numbered 3757, and to read 
as follows: ‘ 

“On the last Monday of January in 
the year A. D., 1908, at 6 o'clock p.m., 


. all taxes levied for the fiscal year end- 
siing June 30, 1908, then unpaid, except 


last installment of the real property 
taxes levied and assessed for said fiscal 
year, are delinquent; and thereafter the 
tax collector must collect, for the use 
of the county or city and county, an 
addition of 15 per cent. thereon; pro- 
vided, that if they be not paid on or be- 
fore the last Monday in April néxt suc- 
ceeding at 6 o'clock p.m., he shall col- 
lect an addition of 5 per cent. thereon, 
On the last Monday in April of each 
year at 6 o'clock p.m., al] the unpaid 
portion of the remaining one-half of 
the taxes on all real property are de- 


}linquent, and thereafter the tax col- 


lector must collect, for the use of the 
county or city and ‘county, an addi- 
tion of 5 per cent. thereon; provided, 
that the entire tax on any real property 


ropert 
unsecured by real property shall be 
due and payable immiediately after the 


time for the performance by any pub- 
lic officer of any duty imposed by law 
in connection with the collection of the 
first instaliment of said taxes and the 
15 per cent. penalty for delinquency is 
hereby extended sixty-three days in 
addition to the time now provided by 
the law. This section shall not in any 
manner be construed to repeal section 
3756 of the waid political code as the 
same now exists, but suspends the pro- 
visions thereof go far as the same af- 
fect the collection of the first installi- 
ment of taxes with the penalties pro- 
vided by law levied for the fiscal year 
ending June 3%, A.D., 1908, and shal! 
have mo other or further effect, except 
as herein provided. This act sha take 
effect immediately.”

HEAD OF GREAT BOILER WORKS 


DIES IN THIS CITY. 


Was Oldest Freemason on Pacific 
Coast and Installed Boilers in the 
First Pacific Mail Steamships to 
Sail Through the Golden Gate Over 
Sixty Years Ago. 


John Miller Wilson, the oldest Free- 
mason on the Pacific Coast and who 
was ai thirty-second-degree Mason, 
died at his home, No. 3017 Normandie 
avenue, yvesterday. The arrangements 
for the funeral] will not be completed 
until the arrival of his son, who is 
hastening from the East as fast as 
steam can bring him. 

Mr. Wilson was the president and 
head of the Wilson Steam Boiler Com- 
pany of Omaha, and noted as one of 
the sreatest boilermakers in the coun- 
try, having been engaged in this busi- 
ness for sixty-seven years. As iong 
ago as 1847, Mr. Wtison superintended 
the building of the boilers for the first 
ships of the Pacific Mail Company, the 
California, Oregon and Panama. 

This was before the discovery of gold 
in California, and it was the steam- 
ship California in which Mr. Wilson 
installed the boilers, that was the first 


Golden Gate. Since that time the 
great boilermaker has seen the infant 
industry grow to enormous proportions. 

Although Mr. Wilson had made his 
home in Los Angeles for four years, 
he nevertheless kept a guiding hand 
upon his business interests in Omaha, 
and up to the time of his death man- 
ifested a great intereest in the opera- 
tion of his extensive works there. 

Mr. Wilson had a host of friends in 
this city, and for several years had 
been a member of the First Presby- 
terian Church here. With his death is 
lost one of the landmarks of progress 
in the country, one of the industrial 
kings who created and by his creations 
made the name of America known over 
the civilized world.

Jules Verne's fanciful “Twenty 


Thousand Leagues Under the Sea’ was 
only a fancy, after all. John F. Ryan, 
submarine diver and globe-trotter, 
who has been all over the world, above 
and below water, puts those deep-sea 
tales in the shallows. He started by 
helping lay the original Atlantic cable. 
Ocean-bed explorations for sunken 
treasure, for wrecked vessels and their 
sharks, 
swordfish, devil-fish and other mon- 
sters of the deep; narrow escapes from 
death in his diving armor, fathoms be- 
low the surface—these and many other 
experiences are narrated by the veteran 
diver, who has just come to Los An- 
geles to recuperate from the effects of 
injuries sustained in a railroad wreck 
in which his wife and two children 
were killed and he was badly hurt. 

Almost the first thing that befell 
Ryan upon his arrival was to be 

“stuck up” by four highwaymen in 
the Southern Pacific yards and to lose, 
he claims, something more than $200 in 
money—all] he had. 

But what’s that to a man who has 
hauled gold bullion by the ton from 
the waterlogged hulk of a vessel that 
has rested maybe a century beneath 
the waves?

Mr. Booth plunged into the statistics 
of the white plague, and gave figures 
which were startling. One-seventh of 
all deaths in the United States, he 
said, are caused by consumption. There 
are 150,000 deaths from this disease in 
this country annually, while 1,250,000 
cases exist all the time, of which one- 
quarter have to be supported by oth- 
ers, causing a loss as based on the 
value of a human life to the country 
of over $240.000,000 a year. 

Mr. Booth stated that in 1906 there 
were over 4000 deaths in California 
due to tuberculosis, and 734 in Los An- 
geles, of which only fifty-two were na- 
tives and 682 from the East.

“Child labor committees have aroused 
universal indignation against shop and 
factory conditions and rightly so be- 
cause these conditions limit and re- 
strict growth-—-take away from children 
and youths the opportunity of attain- 
ing to the highest development, phys- 
ical and mental, ssible to them. 

“Certain conditions of the school and 
the home, curtain de- 
fects as certainiy limit and arrest 
growth, physical and mental, in chil- 
dren youths as do the factory and 
the shop and with even more injurious 
effects. 

“These conditions are not recognized 
by parents and teachers to the extent 
necessary for the highest good of the 
boy or girl or that of the State.

In the business district, where values of buildings and contents are grow- 
ing by the million and where many owners are exposed to a loss of from 
$20,000 to $200,000 because there is not insurance capital enough here to 
insure them, and where exist many buildings of faulty construction and insuf- 
Gcient fire breaks, the facilities for fighting fire are entirely inadequate. 
Los Angeles has enough mosey invested in facilities for extinguishing fires, 


but much of it has been used where no adequate results can ever be ox

sections, on a sort of division of patronage plan, have located a half-dozen 
or more expensive engine companies where, on the average, the property 
saved by them in three years will not equal the expense of one year’s main- 
tenance. At the same time all such property is, or can be, fully insured, and 
the rate charged for insurance on such property is just as high in the block 
next to the engine-house as it is twenty blocks away, and the rates charged 
by fire underwriters are based on the average of a vast experience, which 
shows that the difference in the ratio of losses on frame dweilings adjacent 
to or remote from engine-houses is so small that it is not computabie. 

' No large city, of my knowledge, has ever located engine companies with 
a chief object to protect residence property, but wherever engine companies 
are located in residence sections it is ‘because of an aggregation of manufac- 
Luring or commercial values adjacent sufficient to warrant fire protection, 
and for two reasons: 


class of residence property is so small that no aggregation of same, as such, 
warrants the expense of fire protection. 

Second, because the same experience shows that all fires, in ordinary or 
cheaper frame dwellings, which have got sufficient start and ventilation to 
be beyond the control of the occupants or neighbors, result practically in 
total losses, whether such fire be in the same block as the engine company or 
many blocks away. In such cases, all that any fire company can do is to

In eastern cities the fire underwriters in rating a city furnish each owner 
a statement of the defictencies in his building and state what reduction in rate 
‘will be made for improvements. On the Coast fire underwriters.use a similar 
schedule of charges for deficiencies but make a rate to cover the conditions 
or hazard found, and the owner has, as a rule, no knowledge of what makes 
his rate so high or what changes would reduce it. 

If the city will employ several expert inspectors, permit the board of 
fire underwriters to name them, or part of them, and to furnish them with 
proper schedjules of charges for deficiencies ind other necessary data, and 
have these men examine every building, block by block, in the business dis- 
trict, it will result in hundreds of fire cut offs, keep fire out of buildings and 
confine fire to buildings to an extent that the rates on all classes of buildings 
ean be reduced, because it will reduce the danger of conflagration.

| IT have been interested in watching the women at work 
_im the building of Khartoum. New houses and busi- 
every 


I wish I show you some of these women as I 
_@ee them laboring on the buildings and on the banks 
Of the Nile. They are lusty black girls, straight and 
the streets Plump, and so lightly dressed that one can see all the 
the outlines of their forms. Some have but a thin sheet of 
| blue cotton wrapped loosely around their shoulders, and 
another wound about the waist so that it falls to the 
feet. The uppem garment is off halé the time. The 
is then bare to the waist, and her plump bust shows 
_ in the bright sun, as shé raises her arms high to steady 
the load on her head. Her skin shines like polished 
ebony, and look as close as you please you can see no 
sign of a hair on any part of her except on the head.

Labor and Wages. 


The wages these women receive are piti¢ully low. Ten 
or 16 cents a day is’ big money for a woman, and a man 
can be hired for 20 cents or less, For these wages tne 
_women unload the stone boats on the Nile, wading out 

into the river and coming back up the banxs with two 
or three great rocks piled high on the head. They carry 
Sand in baskets, and spread it over the stones on the 
roadways, and they sit down on the sides of the roads 
and break stones for macadamizing. They carry the 
mortar up the scaffolding to the masons, and quite an 
army of them is employed in bringing water in five- 
| gallon coal-oll cans up from the Nile. Some of the 
streets are thus sprinkled, and many of the garden’ of 
Khartoum are kept moist in this way. Here, at the 
Grand Hotel, we have a half-dozen women who carry 
water all day long to irrigate the garden. Some of the 
girls are tall.. I had a photograph of myself standing 
beside one taken today, and she overtopped me some 
inches.

No 
Emperor sent forth a decree appointing a day for 
united prayer and thanksgiving, ag did President Lin- 
coln and his successors down to President Roosevelt, but 
in its place a thanksgiving day has been literally forced — 
upon China by the missionaries, under the auspices of 
the Episcopal Church. Tne day appointed is the fifteenth 
of the eighth Chinese civil month, and occurs October 2 
in our western calendar. On this same day is céle- 
brated, all over the Chimese empire, the great moon 
feast, which corresponds to the harvest moon of old 
England, with its accompanying harvest festival. | 
This new Chinese thanksgiving day was instituted 
for the double purpose of giving the Christian Chinese a 
day for church and family thanksgiving, and ior the 
final obliteration of the pagan festival, during which | 
latter the worship of the moon is the central ceremony, | 
shared in by every Chinese damily. | 
On the evening of the first day of the moon festival, | 
just before the moon rises, a grest feast is spread under — 
» the open sky or in the front room of the house near the | 
open door. In the center of the table are placed the 
piles of sacred moon cakes, made of plain dough, round 
and flat, baked on flat gric dies, and marked with strange 
symbols in the national color, red. The cakes are piled 
upon one another, the lowest being the largest, until! 
they form a tall pointed cone. The worshipers await 
the appearance of the moon above the horizon, ere the 
ceremonial of the worship begins. As sogn as the 
Queen of Heaven comes into sight, the whole pile of 
moon cakes is lifted up high and presented as an offer- 
ing to the silvery orb of night. Having replaced the 
cakes, the members of the family and their guests then 
perform their individual devotions, bowing the head 
to the earth while kneeling, or standing erect, facing | 
the moon, and bowing to it, with the hands joined to- | 
gether at the level of the eyes. | 


This moon feast is one of the most popular and widely | |

spread of all the Chinese pagan festivals. It has many ~ 
of the characteriatics of the ancient moon-worship cere- 
monies of Syria and Phoenicia, and it comes as near to | 
being a thanksgiving festival as any heathen feast could | 
ever expect to be, celebrating the ingathering of the | 
harvest. To the masses of the C" ‘nese, however, there — 
appears to be but a faint idea of genuine thanksgiving — 
connected with this moon feast. It is simply the rem- | 
nant of an ancient institution, coming down from the | 
remotest antiquity as a meaningless act of nature wor- | 
ship. It is possible that in the beginning, among the | 
early Chinese people, the moon festival may have been 
less pagan and more characterized by feelings of thank- | 
dul rejoicing than it is at present. However that may | 
be, no wiser choice could have been made by the mis- | 
sionaries in China toward establishing a genuine na- 
tional thanksgiving feast than the selection of the day 
of the popular moon feast. It will not merely tend to | 
keep the Christian Chinese from contact with their pa- _ 
gan fellows during the celebration of the feast of the 
moon goddess, but will gradually become the widespread _ 
means of inculcating the spirit of genuine intelligent — 
thankfulness into the hearts of both Christian and 
heathen Chinamen. 


The moon feast was first proclaimed a taanksgiving 
festival last year (1906) at Wuchang, where the large 
church was filled with a well-ordered crowd of Chinese, 
celebrating for the first time the newly-appointed 
thanksgiving day. The sacred building was beautifully 
adorned with offerings of staple articles of Chinese 
diet, like beans, rice. millet and other grains, not to 
speak’ of pomegranates, pears, apples, wine, salt and 
flour 


Wachang, where the first national thanksgiving 
service was held, under Christian auspices, is a great 
city ef nearly a million inhabitants, situated far up the 
Yang-tse-Kiang, in the heart of China. Its central | 
position, among the teeming myriads of heathen Chi- 
nese, renders it a good point for the spread of helpful | 
and uplifting ideas and truths, and in view of the read- 
iness of the Chinese at home to adopt the best things 
presented to them for their own good, it is expected that 
the old moon feast will be gradually adopted, in its 
newly-baptized form, as the national thanksgiging day — 
among the two or three millions of Chinese at present 
under the influence of Christianity, and in this way also 
gradually become the national thanksgiving day among 
the votaries of Buddhism, Confucianism, and Taoism, in 
the course of their emancipation from the grosser fea- 
tures of these time-honored religions. 


The baptism or christening of the old Chinese moon 
feast, in order to render it a Christian festival of 
thanksgiving, is a unique instance of a modern redupll- 
cation of the methods of the early missionaries in 
Europe, who transfigured the Gothic feast of Eostre into 
the Christian Easter, and the riotous Roman Luper- 
calia into St. Valentine’s Day.

PURPOSES AND METHODs or THIS 
New INSTITUTION. — 


‘By a Special Contributor. 

UR new schoo] for consuls, recently conceived by 
Secretary Root, is now open and a class of nine 
men is in attendance. This educational institution, 
unique in America, occupies a room in the consular bu- 
The nine stundent-consuls daily group themselves 

about a long table, whose head is occupied at intervals 
by various government officials chosen to instruct them. 
Bureau chiefs of the State Department deliver lectures 
on the keeping of accounts, the framing of reports on 
commerce and trade relations, the protection of our cus- 
toms revenue, the settlement of the estates of Americans 
dying abroad, etc. 
Dr. Wiley, the father of the pure-food law, comes over 

from the bureau of chemistry and talks to them about 
the proper invoicing of food imports, and David G. Fair- 
child, the explorer of the Agricultural Department, in- 
structs them concerning valuable foreign plants which 
he desires them to collect for introduction into this 


eligible register, as vacancies occur in the cohsular corps. 
Formerly the President directly filled each vacancy, but 
before the appointee went to his post he had to take a 
lenient examination embracing practically nothing be- 
yond the consular regulations and a smattering of inter- 
national law.

When harvesting time comes, a line of machines 
stretching-.over a space of 400 or 600 feet march out and 
do the work as quickly on the thousand acrés as the 
old way would on a hundred. Cultivating is accom- 
plished after the same fashion. When harvest time 
comes, the corn binder and shocker cuts every stalk 
close to the roots and binds into bundies with fingers of 
steel. 


Alas for the old-fashioned husking bee with its lan-

Now a 
machine takes the stalks and ears, strips off every husk, 
piles up the corn and blows the husks through a pipe 
into the barn loft where they are stored away for fod- 
der.

So far, nothing has been attempted in the way of 
machinery to supersede the skillful fingers of-the col- 
ored mammy in making the corn pone, or those of the 
New England cook in concocting the toothsome brown 
bread and corn-meal_pudding, two famed delicacies of 
the early Thanksgiving feast. 

It is in the immense western wheat fields, however, 
that one learns to talk in big figures. The waving grain 
is like a great sea, and into it wade men by the thou- 


men for her harvesting, and this does not represent one- 
fourth of the army that “swing around the circle,” for 
as fast as the wheat is harvested on one farm they 
march to the next and the next, soldiers of peace and 
plenty, gathering, not devastating. : 

It is the steam tractor that drags tne machines into 
these vast harvest fields, and these machines cut the 
grain, extract the kernels, pour the wheat into bags and 
bind the straw in bundles. 

The old method required twenty men. using the scythe 
to cut and bind ten acres of grain in a day, and after 
that came the extra tabor of threshing, cleaning and 
storing. Now 150 acres are harvested and stored, leay- 
ing only the field of stubble, and all in twelve hours. 

Nature has arranged for us a wheat calendar, whereby 
during every month of the year somewhere on the 
earth’s surface a crop of wheat is harvested, beginning 
with Australia, Chile, and Argentina in January, and. 
sweeping on through the world’s wheat zone, until it 
reaches Burmah, India, in December. Thus, somewhere 
wheat is always coming into market. 

Wheat was first grown on the Pacific Coast by the 
mission fathers, and a crude mill was bullt in 1796.

This was a marvelous prophecy, for at that time the 
Northwest was all undeveloped and the wheat crop was 
small. 

April 10 is always an important day in the grain 
markets of the United States. On that day the govern- 
ment tells what the condition of winter wheat is. Gov- 
ernment agents lave for weeks been examining fields, 
looking at the green shoots, trying the soil, and look- 
ing sharply for traces of insect pests. In the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washington the clerks have been 
busy looking over the reports sent in by these experts, 
arranging and classifying them, and working out con- 
clusions. 

For over a quarter of a century statisticians have been 
studying over a method of comparison that would give 
the most accurate forecast of the growing crop, and have 
settled upon this: An ideal situation is taken, that is, 
conditions of soil, moisture, insect life and so forth un- 
der which a field of grain could produce every bushel 
of which it is capable, and this ideal situation is called 
100. As the reports are read the experts in Washington 
mark off for each section so many points for lack of 
moisture, for traces of Hessian flies, or for any other 
drawback. Then an average of the condition for an en-

The orator, not lofty in stature, but of perfect physical 
mold and composed bearing, stood for a moment 
evidently without self-conscious ostentation, his thoughts 
absorbed by his theme. As he thus stood, strangers in 
one great throng were attracted in admiration of his 
wonderful head of Greek symmetry.

LEE LING’ S GARDEN. 


How He RAIsEs a Crop Frve Days AND 
MAKES A Bic PRortr. 


(New York Sun:] A garden of buckets in which & 
vegetable product is raised in five days and a crop pro- 
dyced every day in the year is carried on in Philadel- 
phia’s Chinatown by Lee Ling. 
“fifty cedar buckets and in them 

product called lia choy or Ii chow, 


There is no tilling of there is no soil; . 
neither is there any weeding, for weeds have no op- 
portunity to grow. 

Water is the agency which makes things thrive in the 
garden. Lia choy is sprouts from a tiny Chinese bean. 

These beans are imported. They are about the size 
of a small pea and have a hard, shiny olive green shell. — 

The sprouts from the beans are as white as the most 
perfect bleached celery and have a sweet, spicy taste | 
that savors of the artichoke or tender spring radish. 
At their highest stage of development they are about 
three or four inches long and as thick as an ordinary 
lead pencil. 

Whoever has eaten chop suey or yockamain in a 
Chinese restaurant has eaten lia Ghoy, for these and 
many other dishes prepared by the orientals can 
scarcely be served without it. As a result thousands of 
pounds of the product is used every week. 

But the garden in which lia choy is grown by Lee 
Ling is the interesting thing. Side by side in the corner 
of a long, dark room fifty wooden buckets with battened 
tops are arranged, Into two or three of these are put — 
two pounds of Chinese beans each. 

The little green pellets are then covered with luke- 
warm water and allowed to stand. Gradualy they ab- 
sorb the water, and by the end of the first day they 
have swelled to twice their normal size. More water 
is then sprinkled over them and the covers of the buck- 
ets are replaced. 

At the end of the second day the jackets of the beans 
have burst and a tiny sprout appears. In the meantime 
a fresh quantity of beans has béen put into two or

WHEN CASTING A B STATUE. 
“Immense pains and immense la attend the pro- 
duction of a bronze statue of any size, even after the ar- 
tist has done his work,” remarks a sculptor. 

“To begin with, the plaster model has to be completely 
covered with smal) lumps of a special kind of sand, 
sometimes as many as 1500 or 2000 of these pieces being 
required. After these blocks of sand are dry they are 
taken off the cast one at a time and 
gether to form the mould. The latter is then filled with 
clay, and the same operation is again gone through, a 
facsimile of the plaster 

“Then comes the most delicate 
The clay model, or ‘core,’ as it is 
to have a quarter of an inch taken off ite entire surface, 


which, as may readily be imagined, is ahything but 
easy, especially if the subject be at all ornate. 

“The ‘core’ is then again put into the mould—which 
has, of course, to be reconstructed once more—being 
kept exactly in the center by means of iron rode. 


“The molten bronze is then poured in from the top, 


completely filling the space between the ‘core’ and the 
mould. After it has cooled the latter is again removed 
and the clay interior extracted, when the statue, some- 
what rough and needing a slight touching-up, is re- 
vealed.” —[Cassell’s Saturday Journal.

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> ALL OF OUR PRESIDENTS Have : 
BEEN CHURCH-GOERS.

N the ninety-ninth year of his age, and almost seeing 
the dawn of another century, William. Birth recently 
peietrated the veil between time and eternity in 

Washington City. One afternoon when he was in com- 

parative health, he said to the narrator: 


“I have lived in this national capital all of my life, and 
have seen it grow from infancy to splendid maturity. I 
have known many of our Presidents, and have seen all 
but one of them. ? 


“My earliest recollections are of stories.told to me by 
participants in the War of 1812. It has always been dif- 
ficult for me to distinguish between what I then heard 
and what I actually saw. 
the burning of the Capitol; and yet, I heard so many 
stories concerning it, that I have pictures of it in my 
mind, so that it has seemed to me that I could actually 


; 


pee it ali of these years. 


“TI never saw President Washington, but I heard so 
much of him from those who knew him, that I feel as 
though I had known him in my childhood. I presume 
that Washington was our greatest Christian President, 
and that Jackson was farthest from being an ideal wor- 
shiper. 

“Five of our Presidents were church officers, trustees 
or vestrymen, namely: Washington, John Quincy Ad- 
ams, Garfield and Benjamin Harrison. Madison, Monroe, 
Tyler, Fillmore, Hayes and McKinley were communi- 
cants. 


“Everybody knows that Washington was an Episcopa- 
Han; and all visitors to this city who -have the time go 
to Alexandria, Va., to see Christ Church, where Wash- 
ington worshiped. The old Pohick Church, out in the 
county, is seldom visited; amd yet, as it was nearer 
Mount Vernon than Alexandria is, Washington wor- 
shiped there more frequently. In fact, Washington se- 
lected the site of that church, and contributed the greater 
part of the funds dor building and maintaining it. Dur- 
ing the Civil War the Pohick Church was vandalized, 
and a part of the time it was used as a stable for the 
horses of cavalrymen.‘ It is now restored,_and a little 
congregation worships there regularly. 7 

“John Adams was a Congregationalist, but ultimately 
became a Unitarian. There was no church of either one 
of those denominations in Washington, so President 
Adams usually went to either an Episcopal or a little 
Methodist church. Methodism was not popular in those

hands and talk with members of the congregation after 
church, very often walking back to the White House 
accompanied by several of the ladies and gentlemen. 


“President Polk attended the Presbyterian Church. 
But, on communion days he took a back seat, while his 
wife sat nearer the front and partook of the Lord’s Sup- 
per. 

President Taylor occasionally attended the Episcopal 
Church; but he was an army man, little used to church- 
going, and was seldom seen in public. I suppose all 
army men are somewhat weaned from churchgoing on 
account of their camp lives and campaigns. | 

“There was a little Unitarian Church here when Mr. 
Fillmore was in the White House, and he attended that 
church. It was‘not a popular religion in those days 


“President Pierce (pronounced ‘Purse’) was a mem-. ~ 


ber of the First Presbyterian Church. He did not at- 
terrd communion, but his wife did. I was a member of 
that church, too. President Pierce often went to the 
prayer meetings on Thursday evenings, and I frequently 
walked home with him to the White House. He told 
me that he had been reared in the Congregational 
Church, Subsequently, he became an Episcopalian, and 
belonged to that church when he died. } 
“President Buchanan was-a Scotch Presbyterian. He 
attended the services in Willard’s Hall, where a little 
congregation gathered about twice a month. | 
“President Lincoln had a pew in the Firat Presbyte- 
rian’ Church, and his wife was a member there; but 


. President Lincoln was not a member of any church, that 
[I ever heard of, although he went regularly with his 


wife. 


“President Johnson attended all of the churches, al- 
though I do not believe that be was ever a member of 
any religious society. E ~ 
“President Grant and all of the members of his fam- 
ily were Methodists; but Grant. attended the First Pres- 
byterian Church. While he was President, though, he 
joined’ the Metropolitan M. E. Church, and was a 
staunch friend and admirer of its eloquent pastor, who 
afterward became Bishop Newman of that church. 


“President Hayes was not a member of any church in 
Washington, but he was a regular attendant at 
dry M. E. Church, where his wife was an active church 
worker. 


“President Garfield an active member of the 
Church of the Disciples, which used to be called the 
‘Campbellite’ Church. While he was in Congress he 
often preached in that church pulpit. He was a commu- 
nicant, and so were all of tue members of his family. 


“President Arthur was an Episcopalian, and a regular 
attendant at St. John’s Church, across the park known 
as Ladayette Park, through which he.walked every Sun- 
day morning to attend services. 

“President Cleveland is a Presbyterian, and during his 
first administration was a regular attendant upon Sun- 
day morning services. But, during his second admin- 
istrat he seldom went to church. His wife never 
failed in her church duties a. devotions. Afier de- 
parting from public: life, the Clevelands went to live 
in an atmosphere heavily laden with Calvinism, at 
Princeton. While there, I am informed, our great ex- 


y President has been one of the most prominent and regu- 


lar of church-goinge gentlemen. | 
“President Harrison was a Presbyterian also, and was 
an elder in that denomination. While in the White 
House he seldom went to church, although he seldom 
missed a Sunday while he was a member of the Senate. 
“President McKinley was a Methodist, a very good 
churehgoer and interested in church affairs. While he 


- 


was a member, of Congress he was a member of Foundry — 


Church, and when he was elected to the Presidency, he 
sent word to Washington that he would continue to at- 
tend Foundry. But after his inauguration Bishop New- 
man called on him and persuaded him to go to the Met- 
ropolitan M. E. Chureh, where the Bishop had long been 
pastor, and where President Grant had worshiped.

These 
colonies ‘were introduced ih several localities, but so far 
none of them have thrived. Very few of the parasites 
have been collected or seen in the field, and so far as 
reported, none at all this year. The parasite has cer- 
tainly had no bearing on the abundance or contro] of 
the codling moth, and it is very doubtful if it will ever 
become even a minor factor in such contro] in the Pa- 
jaro Valley. The moth has shown a marked gain over 
the last two seasons.”

Smail Fruits in the Home Garden. 
HERE is no country under the sun so favored in the 
€rowth of small ¢ruit as the Pacific Coast, so there is 
really mo reason why every owner of a plot of ground 
should not have a supply of the different berries for the 
table... Grown dor home use, it is a pfeasure to care for 
them, and to pick the large luscious berries washed in

plants are required for an ordinary family, 100 to 500 


strawberry plants if properly cared for is a great plenty. 
Two or three dozen each of blackberry and raspberry 
plants take up but little space, and would furnish enough 
for the table and for canning. A row of loganberries 
or Mammoth Blacks trained along the fence would not 
only furnish an abundance of berries, but would cover 
what otherwise might be an unsightly spot. . If you have 
a rod of ground that you can call your own, it Is a duty 
you owe to your family and yourself to improve it with 
fruits, vegetables and flowers. 

In raising berries for the home or for market, it is 
necesssary that the ground be properly prepared. It 
should be spaded or plowed deeply, and thoroughly 
worked until every lump. is worked out. The groybd 
may be fertilized with barnyard manure, but only that 
which is well rotted should be used. Among all the ber- 
ries grown strawberries are most favored, and in the 
southwest can usually be picked every month in thé 
year, For the home garden they may be planted in beds 
four feet wide and any desired length, or they may be 
set in rows 18 inches apart and 7 or 8 inches apart in 
the row. Planting may be done any month in the year 
in those port of the country where irrigation is 
practical, but eo rily the fall and spring months are 
most favorabié. If planted in August or September one 
can be quite sure of picking berries ‘two months from 
planting, and then fali-planted vines will usually bear 
a bigger crop the following year than those planted in 


the epring. The plants may be set out with any ordi- ; 


nary garden trowel, but should be planted so the roots 
are not doubled up. If planted in the summer time or 
early fall before the rains, the ground should be well 
irrigated before planting and immediately afver plant- 
ing, and every other day until the roots are set, and then 
about every four days. If planted in rows they may be 
cultivated with a hand cultivator, and should be culti- 
vated at least once a week.

Blades have been 
given up mostly now, and nearly all modern outfits use 
the clippers. The shearers are paid by the sheep, 16 
cents for rams and 8 cents for all other sheep, and $1 
per daf board. A “high roller” will shear 200 sheep in 
ten hours, but these men are far and few. The average 
is a little below 100 sheep per day. Each foreman knows 
beforehand just about what time to have his sheep on 
hand, and it is remarkable how thousands of sheep can 
be handled and timed so that none will mix up. A band 
of ewes and lambs will come in by sunset and are cor- 
raled and the lambs cut out and counted, while the ewes 
are put through a chute into an alleyway and five or 
eight put in each shearer’s pen. As each pen is refilled

containing more erroneous statements than the eight- | 


™- page article by William Hanna Thomson, M.D., LL.D., 
In Everybody’s Magazine for November, entitled “Plain 
Labels on Germ Enemies.” 

The author placidly trots out all the oid superstitions 
about “infections” and “contagion” and “mosquitoes,” 
and so forth, as if he were unaware of the fact that the 
world does move, and that there is today a decided re- 
action against the exaggerations of .the microbe super- 


stition. Here, for instance is one of his opening state- | 
ments, referring to disease: 


“The human body, by none of its processes, normal or | 
abnormal, can give origin to a single one of these deadly | 


agents, any more than a field does to whatever grows iw 
it; they are living things, and all the body does is to 
furnish the soil for their development.” 
This is a misleading statement, as it might lead many 
people to believe that we are in the position of helpless 
creatures, Hable at any minute to be overwhelmed by 
devouring “bugs.” On the contrary, as the editor is 
department has frequently shown, these harmful 
crobes can only find a lodgement and flourish where a 
proper soi] has been prepared for them, in the shape of 
impurities in the blood, caused mainly by the injection 
of wrong food, or too much food, and lack of proper 
elimination. | | 
Dr. Thomson quotes from a statement made by the 
State Medica] Society of Massachusetts, in 1856, that | 
Asiatic cholera, then beginning to be epidemic, was not | 
at all contagious, but was due to a miasm pervading the 
atmosphere. He adds: 
“From the sway of the second error the profession has 
only lately been delivered. There is no miasm, The 
whole conception which formerly filled the minds of 
medical men, of noxious vapors or gases’ causing dis- | 
ease by rising into the air from miasmatic swamps, 
ditches, or soils, has been finally dispelled by the dem- 
onstration that there is no such thing as malaria in the 


‘pense of a bad air, but that the disease is due solely toa 


hypodermic inection, by a mosquito, of a dose of micro- 
organisms. There are, therefore, no unhealthy places 
nor climates, as such, but localities instead, which medi- 
cal science can make as salubrious as any, by disinfec- | 
‘tlon.” 


It happens that the Massachusetts society was entirely | 
right. Its statement was in accord with those of the» 
most advanced investigators, who have emancipated | 
themselves grom the prevailing microphobia. 

In regard to the mosquito theory, Dr. Thomson says: 
first in history to harbor | 
these sickening things is like the old question whether | 
the ege preceded the hen or the hen preceded the egg, 
precisely. Where did the first mosquito gets its malarial 
infection? Again, he says: — 

“Such. illustrations suffice to explain why physicians 
chafe so at the fact that while the organisms which |

‘As might be expected, Dr. Thomson indorses the the- 
ory that typhoid fever is caused entirely by water con- 
tamination. How, then, does he explain the fact that, 
after the city of Washington had expended over $1,000,000 
in purifying the water of the Potomac River, typhoid.

about for some other cause, such as impure milk? 

Dr. Thomson tells us that a great advance was made in

Koch, as is now generally admitted, made an inexcusable 
mistake, when he declared that tuberculosis cannot be 
transmitted from cattle to human beings.

Olives. 


EPORTS from San Diego, one of the leading olive- 
producing sections of Southern California, state that 
both quality and quantity of the new crop are good. 

Mertz’s Magazine, a Los Angeles monthly, for Octo™my 
deacribes an advertising campaign made by a Philadel- 
phia firm, which resulted in an increase of 12,000 per 
cent. in the sale of one grade of olfve oil, in a single 
store, in two years. 

In buying olives, those which have a uniformly jet- 
black appearance should be viewed with suspicion, as 
they are sometimes dyed with copperas. Prof. Hilgard, 
of Berkeley, who furnished this formula, declares that 
it is absolutely harmless. However, wise people will pre- 
fer to take their olives undyed, if only because they may 
then judge how ripe they were when packed. 

A sample of an exceptionally fine olive oil has been re- 
ceived from Phil C. Bauer, of the “Bon Air” ranch, in 
Paradise Valley, near San Diego. Mr. Bauer makes thir 
oll by pressing the olives very lightly, as the “virgin” oll 
is made In Europe. Of course, such oil as this must al- 
ways be somewhat expensive. Still, it is poor economy 


to use a cheap grade of oil, when it is consumed raw, as _ 


the quantity used daily need not be large—indeed, it 
should not be large, for “free fats” are apt to retard 
digestion, where there is any deficiency of hydrochloric 


Cane Sugar. ~ 

POMONA correspondent writes as follows: . ‘ 

“I see you have frequently objected to the use of 
cane sugar, but don't know that you have said anything 
about beet sugar. Isn't it a éact that almost all the 
Sugar used in California is home-made beet sugar, dis- 
tributed over the country from San Francisco? Do you 
consider the large amount of lime used in granulating 
injurious to the stomach? And which do you prefer, beet 
or cane sugar?” 

Cane sugar“and beet sugar are identical. Chemically 
speaking, beet sugar is cane sugar. Sugar cane is whole- 
some, and sugar beets are wholesome, but concentrated 
refined sugar, made from cane or beets, is decidedly 
harmful. It is a concentrated, one-sided food, that eas- 
lly leads to fermentation. and works havoc on the di- 
gestive and depurating organs. The enormous amount 
of sugar consumed in this country-is undoubtedly the 
cause of a large proportion of the chronic diseases that 
are so prevalent. You wil! find it greatly to your ad- 
vantage to omit cane sugar entirely from your dietary, 
substituting sweet fruits and honey. ®
